NarLes, March 8, 1822. Mount Vesuvius, which 
been for several months in a state of total inaction, 
iday, the 22d. of February, showed signs of re- 
igour; on the following night it was in very 
and on Sunday night, (the 24th.

A broad 
stream of lava descended the cone, and seemed to 
mm of in an angle, and run down the mountain to- 
" Resina and Portici ; the flames above the crater 
Jofty and continued ; an upremitting discharge 
of fery masees, which were thrown up in the air toa 
theight, issued from the mouth, and the groans of

. About ten o’clock on that evening the view from 
the city was particularly striking—the wide river of 
fre ran on in majestic slowness ; innumerable pale 
wrekes were seen coasting its sides, on which some 
bold and curious person seemed every now and then 
wbe treading ; the flames were reflected across the 
wy, and threw a strong glare on the buildings and on 
the faces of thousands of spectators, who had gathered 
m the Molo, Santa Lucia, and other open places, to 
at the magnificent conflagration. 

On Monday (25th. of Fcb.) the eruption was much 
jess considerable ; in the evening, the princess of Par- 
fano, the king’s wife, aseended to the hermitage of 
San Salvattore. On Tuesday (26th.) loud rumbling 
noises were beard in Naples, at very short intervals, 
during all the day ; the quantity of smoke which iesu- 
a .d {rom the volcano was so great that the sun wss 
A quite discoloured ; ite reflex was of a murkey red tint, 
Al yod the atmosphere was heavily clouded. Religious 
processions were made inthe little towns at the foot 
#8 fthe mountain, which have so often suffered from 
heir dangerous neighbour. Towards evening, as ap- 

arances promised good night’s work, we set off 
jom Naples to view the operations nearer ; the road 
to Recina was covered with people going and return- 
og, like a fair; when we reached the spot where stran-

wd asses, and mules, to conduct them up the mount- 
in, we found that no enimals were tobe procured, 
nd it was with difficulty we could get a stupid old 
gan for a cicerone, who rendered us no other service 
B ban carrying atorch.

On reaching the Lermitace, we 
Mureshed ourselves as weil as the crowd assembled 
could permit ; we then continued, and for short- 

ws traversed the lava chiefly formed by the eruption 
Mad Janurry, 1821 ; we reached the foot of the cone just 
there the stream was descending ; we found it abou: 
g feet wide ; it was mot liquid lave, but composed 
of ashes, ignited stones, and old masses of volcanic 
cecitons, swept away in its course and heated again ; 
—thee lumps rolled over each other, producing a 

strange clinking noise ; some of them were of very 

great size, and the whole stream thouch descending a 
deep cone, moved but slowly. Beyond this principal 
tram, Midway up the cone, was an opening, whence 
very large stones and other burning matter, were con- 
toualiy thrust cut; this mouth fed a scattered stream, 
teyond which was another narrow stream, proceeding 
like the principal one) from the crater; they both u- 
bited with the main body in the deep hollow below,aud 
wiled on towards the road which leads from Resima 
ptothe hermitaze. ‘The quantity of spectators stand- 
ig by the sides of this burning rver was astonishing ; 
we, With a great many of the more adventurous, de- 
termined to ascend the cone ; we therefore passed a 
lttleto the left of the great stream, and began to 
ciamble throucb the deep loose cinders ond ashes 
sich cover this pert of the mountain, and render it 
attimes a most fatiguing climb. A little path or track 
formerly existed, in which the guides had laid masses 
flava to facihtate the mounting, but it was juet in 
tat Ine that the present eruption descended, and we 
were obliged to go up over the sand and cinders, in 
which we stuck up to our knees, and af every three 
tteps lost one on an average. Altera r.ost breath- 
ing toil of an hour and a half, we found ourselycs, with 
afew cthers, on the edge of the grand crater ; hence 
the coup d'ceil was terrifically subi:me ; the flames rush- 
ed out of tke mouth and threw themselves in’ the air, 
ina broad body, to the elevation of at least a huncred 
leet, whilst many of the fiery stones flew up twice 
that height; the flanes fell back info the mouth, and 
thea burst ont again, as though impelled by a fresh 
impulse, hke the blast of a bellows ; in the descent 
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ihe mouth, but the creater part fell outside the flames 
like the jets of a fountain. 

While we were standing en the exposed side of the

When we got lower down, we found that the lava 
had approached very near to the road, and had already 
seized upon a fine vineyard, which was blazing very 
brilliantly. After our retreat, we learned that the la- 
va had traversed the road. On Wednesday, the 27th. 
the eruption was in a great measure tranquilized ; stil! 
however, crowds of people continued going to the 
mountain, and an Austrian officer, who had come from 
Capua to see it, was unfortunately killed on the ridge 
of the cone, by a large stone striking him on his head. 
On Thursday ecarcely any thing but smoke issued 


from the crater, and it has continued in this peaceful 
state ever since. 


The news of the eruption reaching Rome, induced 
crowds of Englishmen to set off immediately for Na- 
ples; on Saturday and Sunday, above 20 carriages 
arrived here, when, to the no small mortification of 
the travellers, all the business was Gnished. 


From the Travels of Theodore Ducas. 
POPE LEO. 

No man possessed more elegant scholarship 
than Leo. The habits of his education led 
him to prefer the ciassics to his fathers ; and, 
as he was more a Mecanas than a bishop, the 
opinion of the world was naturally formed 
that profane literature shared an undue por- 
tion of his patronage. Doubtless the quality 
of his mind influenced his conduct ; but it is 
equally true that learned theologians and law- 
yers were cherished by him. Many men of 
genius found in Leo a generous and affection- 
ate patron ; and | wish that his deportment in 
the literary worid had aiways been so judicious 
as to warrant the cyinion that his love of in- 
tellectual ability was a passion that dwelt in his 
mind in purity and singleness of feeling ; but 
Ariosto, who ranks with Dante and Petrarca, 
was contemptuousiy slighted by him ; and the 


genius of Michael Angiolo was suffered to lie | 


wuste in some Florentine stone-quarries. Nor 
did Lionardo da Vinci enjoy any larger share 
of papal patronage.—-Leo befriended Paolo 
Goivo and Pieto Aretino, indeed ; men who 
are detestable for the immorality of their lives, 
as for the venality of their pens. The latter 
writer, however, sometimes recorded facts ; 
and much do I regret that my duty to truth 
compels me to point out the shades in Leo’s 
character. It was difficult to judge, Aretino 
said, whether the merit of the learned, or the 
tricks of buffoons, afforded most delight to the 
Pope. ‘The deformities and vices, the negli- 
gences and errors of men, were made a mat- 
ter of mirth. Even idiotcy was laughed at. 
I canuct commend the taste of Lee on the sub- 
ject, although the Grecis and Romans, with 
Aristotle and Cicero at their head, used to 
place perconal defects within the region of rid- 
icule. Tothe extemporaneous poetry of An- 
de Mara the wisest men might have listened ; 
but what polished mind could take delight in 
crowning Querno of Mcnopoli with a wreath 
of cabbage and laurel, in seeing him eat to ex- 
cess, and liearing the wretched foc! recite his 
duggerel rhymes ? | 

The social hours of the Pope were as little 
distinguished for apostolical simplicity as for 
philosophical wisdom. Leo was as sumptuous 
in his feasts as ostentatious in his literary pat- 
ronage. His table was more splendid thaa 
that of any preceding pontiff. A judge of 
wines and sauces was always a weicome guest. 
While in Italy, after Leo's death, I often met 
with persons who had lived at the pontitical 
table. Iwas amused at hearing their expres- 
sions of admiration of Leo, and of contempt of 
his successor. The simplicity of Hadrian was 
called meanness. That unostentatious Pope 
found that the treasury had been ruined by 
the prodigal Leo : economy in every branch 
of expense was used by the new pontt‘t, and the 
tribe of dismissed parasites vented their rage 
in calumny. ‘They even satirized Hadrian's 
German taste, which preferred beer to wine. 
In Leo’s imperial establishment there was an 
hundred gentlemen, whose sole duty it was to 
attend him occasionally on horseback. Hadri- 


ence, yet, after all the exceptions that may be 
made on account of his partialities, he will ey- 
er be revered as having sustained the literary 
reputation of Italy, and giving fresh zeal to 
that ardour for knowledge which had for some 
ages been spreading ov Europe.

HISTORICAL AND MORAL NOTICES OF THE 
GIPSIES. 

Sin,—Among numerous proofs of the benev- 
olence of the inhabitants of Bath, I regard it as 
one of the most remarkable, that they should 
set the example of an Asociation for improving 
the Moral Condition of the Gipsies. It is no less 
reasonable than humane, to manifest a concern 
for their recovery from that semi-savage state 
in which they have so long roamed, amidst 
scenes of the most advanced Civilization ; and 
it is no less congenial with Christianity, than 
with humanity and reasmn, to devise measures 
for their instruction in those truths, on which 
we rest our owa hope of acceptance with Gop. 

_ Your correspondent, therefore, who has in- 
vited general attention to these objects, and 
extensive co-operation jor their attainment, is 
entitled to the thanks of all who love Gop and 
mankind. Many, beside myself, probably, have 
been earnestly desirous of seeing the historical 
information concerning the Gipsies, which he 
proposed to have curamunicated by your very 
valuable paper. Having male some researches 
into this subject, I take the liberty of offering 
you a brief statement of the result, in case your 
much respected correspond:nt should be pre- 
vented from fulfilling hisintextion. Your read- 
ers, who wish for ample infrmation, may be 
highly gratified by referring to Mr. Hoyland’s 
exceilent “ Historical Survey of the Customs, 
Habits, and Present State of the Gipsies. 

In most countries, there are people who pre- 
| fer a roving life. In ours, miny stroll about by 
choice; and some mingle with Gipsies. In 
common with them, they use a slang of cant 
' terms, ia which they converse before strangers, 
| without being understood: but ‘hose who are 
| strictly called Gipsies, converse together in a 
Joreign language, which nearly resembles dia- 
_ lects that are commonly used in the East In- 
| dies ; where various customs among them equal- 
‘ly prevail. It appears, therefore, almost cer- 
| tain that, they were originally of the same na- 
| tion with the H:ndoos, @'thourh they are not 
| only called in ingland, France, and Spain, by 
| names that imply them to have been Egyptiaas, 
i but have, likewise, ever since tuey vecame 
genera known in Lurone, professed them- 
selves tu be such. in Germany, where they 
became v-ry numerous early in the 15th cen- 
tury, they are called Zigeuner; and in most 
other countries they bear somewhat similar 
names. Itis @oubted, whether the maie and 
female jugglers, against whom a law was en- 
acted at Paris, 1331, and another (more rig 4) 
in 1395, were net of this class; but they first 
attracted positive notice by their increasing 
numbers, in 1417, near the Baltic sea: and 
Herodotus, above 46¢ years before the Chris- 
tian era, described a people named Sigynne, 
who carried on a wandering trafic between, the 
Baitic sea and the Alps, ia which they used 
very small horses. They were then supposed 
to be the only inhabitants of the same countries 
ia which they now mest aboun.i; but these soon 
began to be occupied by Gothic tribes trom 
Thrace, and Slavonic hordes from Scythia; 
among which the Sigynnce wandered in obscu- 
rity, or retreated from them, like the Fenonite 
tribes, to more northern regions. 

The Sigynne reported themselves to be 
Medes by nation, and might be such, if ancestors 
of the Zigeuner, or Gipsies ; for the Medes bor- 
dering on India, were divided into castes (or 
tribes) like the Hindoos, and probably contrib- 
uted much to their original population. Many 
arguments might also be adduced, in evidence 
‘that the Sungskrit, or sacred language of the 
' Hindoos, was used by the Medes. Assuming, 
' thercfore, the identity of the ancient Sigynne,

‘land, before they became known in Germany, 
their advancement westward may naturally be 
' accounted for, by the conquest hich the Mon- 
'guls and Tartars made of those countries, dur- 
ing the 14th and 15th centuccs. The irrup- 
tion of ‘Timur on fudia, to which the emigra- 
‘tion of the Gipsies has commonly been attrib- 
uted, was too late to be its first cause, though 
) it might conduce to augment their number. In 
all ages, there have veen wandering classes of 
Hindoos; aad there are still many in India, 
‘which resemble the Gipsies in their custums 
and manners, as nearly as in their language and 
appearance. They are mostly called .Vatas, 
| or .Vutts ; and are ail of mixed castes, originat- 
ing in marriages between people of different 
higher castes, that were thereby degraded to 
the lowest, usually cailed the Soodra. All of 
this caste, whether originally, or the offspring 
of such connexions, avoid intermixing with Eu- 
ropeans, though they are held in the most ab- 
ject depression by the Brahmins. The Nutts 
are in general musicians, dancers, jugglers, and 
petty artisans, and all of them lead a wandering 
life. When their numbers become inconven- 
ient, they divide intu several parties, and rove 
in various directions. One such division was 
formed about two centuries ago; and such par- 
ties were likely, upon occasions, to emigrate im- 
memorially into different and distant countries. 
Religion is made, by these people, a mere 
matter of convenience. Many of them became 
Mahometans, by profession, during the domin- 
ion of the Moguls in India, but they still prac- 
tise some Hindoo rites, though never more of 
either superstition than barely suits their pur- 
pose. They generally profess to adopt the 
mode of religion that is established in the coun- 
try where they reside ; aod in England procure 











| gratef ul. 


their children to be baptised at a parish church, 
when they have opportunity, though they very 
seldom enter it on other occasions. Extremely 
few of them can read; but many profess a de- 
sire that their children should learn, and some‘ 
of these attend Sunday-schools, while they are 
stationary. All, probably, would prefer to re- 
main so during winter; but none are known to 
have any settled place of abode, except on the 
borders of England and Scotland, where they 
claim some ground that was left debateabhe pe- 
tween the two kingdoms. Manv resort is ven- 
ter to London, in the meanest parts of Which 
they hire lodgings ;. and it is chiefly there, and 
in their ether winter quarters, that it seems 
practicable to promote their instruction. Dur- 
ing the whole summer, all of them are widely 
dispersed, in very small parties, which procure 
their scanty fare mostly by deception or pit- 
fering ; but though always inconvenient neigh- 
bours, they are seldom dangerous, unless md- 
lested; and their principal depredations are 
usually committed at a prudent distance from 
their places of rest. 

To relinquish their erratic life would be diffi- 
cult to them, were they desirous of it; not 
merely from their habits, but for want of em- 
ployment and support. Several are known to 
have made the trial, but never with ultimate 
success. Whatever can be done for their ben- 
efit, however, ought neither to be neglected 
nor delayed; for it has already been so, very 
much too long. Pious individuals, of every re- 
ligious denomination, should endeavour to con- 
verse with such as come into their neighbour- 
hood; and if any of them can read, shon!d fur- 
nish them with bibles and tracts ; but they must 
have proof of their capacity to use them in or- 
der to guard against deception. The Home 
Missionary Society, having undertaken whatever 
is in their power will doubtless give suitable in- 
structions to their preachers, and will faithfully 
apply whatever contributions for the benefit of | 
the Gipsies shall be entrusted to their charge. 
But it depends on the parochial Clergy alone, 
universally, aod most eflectually, to exercise 
compassion to these outcasts of society. In ev- 
ery parish of their temporary abcde, if the resi- 
dent clergyman condescends to speak kindly to 
them, invites them to attend divine worship, 
and to send their children to a Sunday-school, 
and pursues whatever otier measures are found 
most suitable to conciliate and impress them 
with religious views, it seems hardly doubtful 
that important good would gradually be done to 
them. Itsarely behoves every pious and zeal- 
ous Clergyman to avail himself of the prefer- 
euce which these destitute wanderers avow fer 
the established religion of the country; to re- 
gacd them, while in his parish, as providentially 
paced under is charge ; and within the circle 
vf his connexions, recommend them to the at- 
iention of others. Vatious beneficent societies 
that are wholly directed by members of the 
Church of Engiand, co-operate respectively in 
this good work. Above all, the venerable So- 
ciety for Promoting Christian Knowledge by 
means of their District Committees, might form 
au very extensive and effectual plan for the 
moral improvement of this ancient, peculiar, 
and long negiected branch of the human race ; 
for it is evident that their spiritual necessities 
might every where be supplied, without the 
slightest intringement of any ecclesiastical reg- 
ulation. ~ May the servants and disciples of 
Christ thus follow their Lord, who “came to 
seek that which was lost !”

—Jane Ball, a widow, who lately occupied a 
farm in the parish of Norton, near Leek, in 
the county of Stafford, in consequence of the 
depreciation of Agricultural produce and other 
circumstances, became in arrear in her rent. 
A few days ago her landlord’s solicitor sent a 
constable to reconnoitre the premises ; on his 
arrival at the farm, he found the whole of the 
stock and property conveyed away, and the 
house, almost without furniture, in possession 
of a person of the name of Goodwin, who pro- 
fessed to have some claim on the estate. The 
constable could obtain no satisfactory informa- 
tion from him ; but on proceeding to a neigh- 
boring cot, the inhabitants informed him that a 
witch had taken away 14 or 15 cows, and oth- 
er articles ; on pursuing his inquiry, he discov- 
ered the hag in question was a decendant of 
Witch Hatton, of notorious memory, and that 
her residence was in Boothden, near Stoke-up- 
on-Trent; to which place he proceeded, and 
tried a variety of manceuvres to obtain admis- 
sion. On examining the premises, the greater 
part of the poor woman’s furniture was found ; 
and it has subsequently appeared that this wick- 
ed impostor has sold five cows at Ormskirk, in 
this county, and the others at Whitchurch, in 
Salop, and pocketed the cash, with which she 
has absconded !_ By her arts and machinations 
she had obtained so complete an ascendancy 
over the mind of the simple widow, as to make 
her believe that whatever she affixed a certain 
mark upon it was not in the power of any hu- 
man being to get re-possessed of, and that by 
committing the whole property inio her care, 
no earthly power could redeem it without her 
consent !
